The Socialist Party decided 
at its Diet Policy Committee 
meeting yesterday to demand 
that the Government explain 
ite “irresponsible attitude” in 
signing the atomic energy agree- 


ments with Britain and the 
U.S. Monday. 

The party blasted the Gov- 
ernment’s acceptance of an 


“escape clause” in both agree- 
ments by which Japan will bear 
the responsibility for possible 
accidents caused by the power 
reactor in the case of the pact 
with Britain and by the nuciear 
fuel in the case of the agree- 
ment with the U.S. 

The Socialists said “it is 
regrettable” that the pact with 
Britain was concluded at this 
early date when the resistance 


of the British Calder Hall 
reactor against earthquakes 
has not yet been ascertained. 


The safety of the power reac- 
tor, they added, is a matter of 
grave concern to the whole 
Japanese nation. 

The party charged that no US. 
guarantee has been obtained 
against military use of the 
plutonium to be returned to 
the US. This gives rise to a 
serious fear that Japan may co- 
operate with the U.S. In the 
production of nuclear weapons, 
the Socialists believed. 

The implementation of such 
agreements, the Socialists 


charged, is against the spirit of | 


the basic law of atomic energy 
which provides for independent, 
democratic and open manage- 
ment of atomic energy develop- 
ment in this country, 

The Socialists said conclusion 
of international agreements on 
atomic energy should await 
careful study of the  re- 


sults of researches to be reveal- 


ed by the U.S., Britain and the 
Soviet Union at world confer- 
ences of the International 
Atomic Energy Agency sched- 
uled this fall in Genévwa and 
Vienna. 

The Socialists also claim that 
it is of more importance at this 
moment to introduce research 
reactors rather than a large 
type power reactor. 


Japan to Give 
Djakarta 9 Ships 


Nine ships worth $7,200,000 
will be provided to Indonesia 
as Japan's first reparations 
items to the island republic, the 
Governmem announced yester- 
da¥. 

The five new vessels and 
four remodeled ships will com- 
prise part of the $20 million 
reparations due to Indonesia in 
this first year of the repara- 
tions program. 

Japan has asked Indonesia to 
submit a comprehensive plan 
for the remaining $12,800,000. 
But Indonesia was expected to 
request reparations by items 
until it is ready to accept re- 
parations on a larger scale, 

The items considered most 
likely to be requested by Indo- 
nesla were rolling etock and 
plants for agricultural purposes 
and for manufacturing paper. 

Indonesia was reportedly not 
interested in Japanese cotton 
because of an agreement with 
Red China on cotton textiles,

The American  prisoners— 
eight officers and a sergeant 
from the Srd Armored Division 
in West Germany—were seized 
hy the Communists when their 
big helloopter strayed across 
the Iron Curtain June 7.

Paulistas Give Mik

SAO PAULO (AP) — Japan's 
Prince and Princess Mikasa are 
in this Brazilian metropolis, one 
of south America’s largest, for 
a seven-day visit. 

A throng of some 10,000 per- 
sons, including many Japanese 
and Brazilians of Japanese de- 
seent, greeted the royal pair on 
their arrival Tuesday. Also 
present were representatives of 
all sections of Sao Paulo's life. 
The reception accorded the 
princess was termed bv long- 
time residents as one of the 
most enthusiastg¢ ever given to 
a foreign visitor. 

The prince and princess are 
visiting Brazil as guests of the 
Brazilian government in connec- 
tion with the commemoration of 
the 60th anniversary of the 
start of Japanese migration to 
this country. 

The royal pair are staying at 
the Campos Eliseos palace.

The Government of South 
Vietnam has officially stated its 
willingness to conclude a re 
parations agreement with Japan 
on the basis of a private Japa- 
nese plan presented at the end 
of last year, Foreign Office 
sources revealed yesterday. 

The sources said the South 
Vietnam Government had com- 
municated its views “verbally 
but nevertheless officially” to 
Seishiro Ogawa, Japanese 
charge d'affaires in Saigon. 

The “private” plan referred to 
by the Foreign Office sources 
was worked out by Kogoro Ue- 
mura, vice president of the Fed- 
eration of Economic Organiza- 
tions. Uemura submitted his 
plan to the authorities in Sal- 
gon when he went there at the 
end of 1957 as an official rep- 
resentative of the Japanese Gov- 
ernment, 

The plan calls for payment by 
Japan of a total of $55,600,000, 
including $2°9,000,000 in pure re- 
parations and $16,600,000 in 
loans, 

Foreign Minister Alichiro 
Fujiyama reportedly intends to 
confer with Finance Minister 
Eisaku Sato at an early date to 
adjust views on the problem 
between the two ministries. 

The Foreign Minister is also

Further negotiations were 
held in Saigon and the repara- 
tions problem reached its final 
stage at the end of last vear 
when Uemura was dispatched 
as @ special envoy. 

The talks, however, failed to 
produce an agreement as South 
Vietnam stood pat on its claim 
of $55,600,000 in pure repara- 


tions as against Japan's offer to 
pay $39 million,

; single type of tumor-leukemia 
}or blood cancer. 


| Her paper gave support to the

transmitted by a Virus. These 
disease-producing agents in 
other forms are known to be 
responsible for polio, influenza 
and measles. 

While some of Dr, Stewart's 
colleagues had reservations 
about the importance of her

Ministry Warned 
Of Polio Danger 


A Japanese research institute 
yesterday warned in a report to 
Welfare Minister Ryogo Hashi- 
moto that the incidence of polio 
is about 5O per cent higher this 
year than in 1957. 

The warning was contained in 
a series of recommendations 
submitted by the Cormmunicable 
Disease Prevention Survey In- 
stitute. 

Since Jan. 1 this year, there 
have been 364 cases of polio 
against 241 for the correspond. 
ing period of 1957. 

In order to launch a success- 
ful war on pollo, the institute 
said, it is necessary to exter- 
minate files and rats and im- 
prove water supply and drain- 
age systems. 

It recommended that Salk 
vaccine be given all children 
under the age of three. It said 
the Salk vaccine Wes expected 
to be available for general use 
next year. 

In view of the large outbreak 
of infantile paralysis so far this 
vear, the Welfare Ministry fears 
that the number of cases during 
the “polio season” from June to 
September will be double the 
1,710 of last vear.

Asian Aid 
Pacts Soon 


Agreements on extension of 
Japanese economic and tech- 
nical assistance “to Laos end 
Cambodia are expected to be 
signed shortly, Govermment 
sources said yesterday. 

A ¥1.000 million 
with Laos may be signed in mi- 
nn and a ¥1,500 million agree- 
ment with Cambodia by the end 
of August. 

The agreements will be sul- 
mitted for approval to 4 special 
Diet session to be convened this 
autumn, 


These agreements, the Gret of 
their kind, are the fruit of Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kish!'s visit 
to Laos and Cambodia during 
his Southeast Asian trip last aa- 
tairrrn. 


At that time, the Prime Min- 
ister promised Japanese aid to 
the two governments. Negotia- 
tions on the ald agreements 
Started early this year. 

Japan wanted to do some 
thing for the two countries 
which renounced their war 
reparations claims against 
Japan. 

The agreement with Laos will 
provide for Japenese materials 
and technical eesistance in the 
construction of water-works and 
railway briiges a8 well as 
surveying for dam construction. 
After the water-works ix coom- 
pleted, a joint Japen-Lacs com- 
pany will be formed & operate 
the service. 

According to the Government 
sources, technical assistance to 
Laos is of particular interest as 
it would involve United States 
aid funds to that country and 
will therefore serve @s a test 
case of econemic cooperation 
among Japan, the United States 
and a Southeast Asian nation. 

Under the agreement with 
Cambodia, Japan would ship 
various goods to be sold in thet 
country. The funds thus ob- 
tained would be used for the 
establishment of a stock farm- 
ing technical center in Cam- 
bodia.

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Mr. Kishi’s Diet Speech

Attempts have been made already to decry the speech 
of Prime Minister Kishi before the Diet on Tuesday, but it 
would have been foolish to expect anything dramatic. 

Japan's present problems call for hard work from day 
to day to solve them step by step, and each turn of the 
situation must be dealt with on the merits of the issues 
involved. The hasis of the thinking of the Prime Minister 
and his new Cabinet must, of course, be sound, and there 
is no room for shilly-shallying on fundamental principles. 

Mr. Kishi's speech is remarkably free from any traces 
of irresolution as t what policies should be pursued, and 


it contains compara. siy few 


, definite promises. 


What it 


does contain, however, is a perfectly clear statement of the 


Government's main 


objectives. 


That, however, is quite 


another matter from hazarding any sort of guess as to 


how far these objectives are attainable. 


Success is nor to 


be attained by the efforts of the Government alone but 
demands the careful cooperation of the nation and, even 
with this, must depend to a considerable extent upon the 


trend of events abroad. 


It should not be necessary to re-emphasize that Japan's 
greatest needs are in the realm of economics, rather than 
of politics, but there may still be persons foolish enough to 
put party politics before the economic welfare of the 


country. 


Nevertheless, there are political values to be preserved 


and given their right place in Japan's public life. 


At the 


outset of his speech, Mr, Kishi drew attention to the fact 
that democracy in Japan is still young and said that much 
would have to be done to foster it and to solidify its founda- 


tion. 


He declared it would be necessary to suppress the 


activities of the extreme leftists and the extreme rightists, 
and, so far as these tend to defy law and order, we agree 


with him. 


Mr. Kishi promises that his Government will take a 


“astern attitude” against undemocratic actions. 


But he does 


so in order to uphold the firm establishment of a “pariia- 


mentary government that.is clean and above board.” 


That 


is no mare than a sensible challenge to those elements 
who by Strikes and demonstrations endeavor to put pres- 
sure upon the Government and the Diet to adopt their 


peculiar views on public affairs. 


There has been too much 


of that sort of thing in the past year or two, and it cannot 
be permitted without injury to the nation as a whole. 
in international matters, Mr. Kishi restated his belief 
in the need for complete prohibition of tests of nuclear 
weapons as well as their manufacture, use and stockpiling, 
coupled with the reduction of conventional armaments by 


the major powers 


“That is what I have been advocating 


in the name of the Japanese people to all the world on 


every occasion and by every means.” he said. 


“The Gov- 


ernment is resolved to continue, in close cooperation with 
all like-minded countries of the world, to work unremit- 
tingly to bring about the total banning of nuclear weapons 


by app@aling to the good sense of mankind.” 


Unfortunate- 


ly, Japan's voice in this matter is a small one in view of 
the rivalries of the major powers. 
Mr. Kishi is least explicit upon matters of domestic 


welfare. We understand that 


welfare programs are largely 


dependent upen the economic situation, which, we fear, 
must be regarded at the moment as somewhat uncertain, 
hut nevertheless we would have liked to have heard some 
definite plans for social amelioration. 


Far too large a proportion of the nation is still living 
umder unhappy conditions, and the daily reports of crime 
and destitution to be seen in the newspapers only too 


clearly indicate the consequences, 


Mr. Kishi says—with 


perhaps an excess of fervor—he wants “our young people, 
full of hope and enthusiasm” to dedicate themselves to the 
making of history and development of superior culture. 
He makes rather vague promises that the Government will 
“renovate and replenish” the educational system for the 
young and expand the “various facilities for local acti: ities” 
while instituting measures to prevent the juvenile delin- 


quen¢ey Which is noticeable 
society, 


today in certain sectors of 


We are entering here, of course, on a problem, or rather 


a whole series of problems, 


that has wide implications, 


Japan is not the only country where young people are 
apt to labor under a sense of frustration and to abandon 
themselves to the idea of “let's just get through life some- 


how or other.” 


Nevertheless, the social difficulties here 


are great and they might become much greater if economic 
affairs took a turn for the worse. 


Mr. Kishi’s speech touched upon the need for special 
efforts to be directed toward the expansion of exports. 
But he did-not say what special efforts could be used 


other than those already in process of trial. 


But we can 


hardly blame the Prime Minister for that, We have got 
to wait and see what more can be done. 
What has been done during the past year or so has 


certainly not borne all the 


good fruit we should have 


liked to have seen, but that does not mean that the Gov- 
ernment has not been working on the right lines, only 
rather that there are limitations to the possibilities. 
Politically organized labor will no doubt regard Mr. 
Kishi’s reference to “establishing firmly labor order” as a 


threat of reactionary measures. 


But this it need not be. 


if labor is prepared to work through the democratic insti- 
tutions of the country for the general good of all, we shall 


he able to report progress. 
and wasted effort. 


If not, there will be dissension 
Mr. Kishi ended up his speech with an 


appeal to the nation for “vigorous support and coopera- 


tion.” Without this, the 


mandate given him by

Behind Choice of Sato 


Political, Not Economic Considerations Behind Appointment 


The second Kishi Adminis- 
tration came into being June 
12 through an overall change 
of Cabinet Ministers with the 
exception of Alichiro Fujivama 
who retained the foreign port. 
folio, 


The new Cabinet roster in- 
cludes Eisaku Sato as Finance 
Minister, Tateunosuke Takasaki 
as Minister of International 
Trade and Industry, Kunio 
Miura, Minister of Agriculture 
and Forestry and Takeo Miki aa 
Director General of the Eco 
nomic Planning Agency. 

Among these four economic 
Ministers, the one attracting 
most popular attention is 
Finance Minister Elsaku Sato, 
younger brother of Prime Min- 
ister Nobusuke Kisht. 

Sato being a career bureau- 
erat who served as an official 
of the Transportation Ministry 
urtil the wars end is quite a 
stranger in the field of finance 
and banking> 

However, he now ranks 
among the most § influential 
figures of the Government party 
together with Ichiro Kono and 
Hayato Ikeda, despite his brief 
postwar career as a politician. 

Since entering politics after 
the war, he has shared. the same 
fate with former Prime Minister 
Shigeru Yoshida, seceding from 
the Liberal Party with Yosnida 
when ex-Prime Minister Ichiro 
Hatoyama assumed the party 
presidency. 

Why did Kishi choose Sato 
as Finance Minister, one of the 
most important posts of the 
Cabinet? The answer to this 
question may help us forecast 
what economic policy the new 
Cabinet will follow. 


Gireatest Concern 


The greatest concern of the 
public at present, it can be as- 
sumed, is whether there will be 
a big change in the Govern- 
ment’s financial and banking 
policy through Sato’s nomina- 
tion as Finance Minister. 

The national budget for the 
1958 fiscal year was formulated 
under a basic policy to restrict 
as far as possifle the domestic 
demand and to avold giving 
undue stimutus to the national 
economy.

The appointment of Sato as 
Finance Minister is generally 
agreed as a step by Kishi to solli- 
dify his unquestionable jeader- 
ship within the Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party. 

Apart from Hisato Ichimada, 
former Finance Minister, there 
was in the eyes of all, only one 
man in the party equal to the. 
humense task of commanding 
the nation’s fiscal management 
~-Hayato Ikeda. 

Ikeda leads a powerful anti- 
Kishi faction which has vastly 
increased its strength as a re- 
suk of the May general election. 

Handing the all-important post 
of Finance Minister to Ikeda, 
therefofte, would have meant 
near suicide for Kishi who seeks 
to enjoy stabilized power for a 
long time to come.

In this perspective, he pro- 
poses that the Government 
should. place emphasis on en- 
couraging these favorable fac- 
tors within the economy for the 
time being and avoid taking any 
large-scale pump-priming meas- 
ures. 


He said on a recent occasion 
that he had no immediate plan 
to spend from the Special Eco- 
nomic Development Fund total- 
ing some ¥22,100 million which 
was set up as part of the 
current fiscal budget. 


Necessary Step 


As regards the reduction of 
the official discount rate of the 
Bank of Japan, he insisted that 
the step was necessary to correct 
the abnormaliy high discount 
rate, and not to bring about an 
over-all relaxation in the money 
situation. 

He also gave his word to ful- 
fill the campaign promise of a 
tax reduction and the expansion 
of the social security system. 

Thus, by reviewing Sato’s ut- 
terances in press conferences 
and on other public occasions 
after the election, we find that 
he offers nothing new by way 
of fiseal or banking policies. 

The policy of “gradually lift- 
ing the weights” artificially im- 
posed on the economy last year 
to head off a crisis in the inter- 
national account was decided 
long ago by the previous Kishi 
Cabinet. 


It is evident that the naming 
of Sato as _Finance Minister 
Was mainiy motivated by con- 
siderations of the balance of 
power within the ruling party 
and not by those of qualifica- 
tions or policies. 

Takasaki, the Minister of In- 
ternational Trade and Industry, 
and Miki, the director of the 
Economic Planning Agency, are 
taking up the issues of promo- 
tion of trade and smaller busi- 
ness, but these issues have been 
stressed before and are not new.

The secret evidence piled up 
In the House Legislative Over- 
sight committee is too embar- 
rassing. 

It includes the fact that Ber- 
nard Goldfine paid other hotel 
bills for Sherman Adams. The 
$2,000 tab he picked up at the 
Sheraton-Plaza in Boston was 
just one case. There is also the 
case of a $1,300 hotel bill paid 
for the Assistant President at 
Pivmouth, Mass. 


- Then there is the case of 
Adams’ clothes. Committee 
probers have checked with the 
tailor who fits both Goldfine, 
the millionaire textile manufac- 
turer, and Adams, the imma- 
culate Presidential assistant. It 
develops that Goldfine paid for 
most of Adams’ clothes. 

He even presented Adams 
with a vicuna coat. 


This has caused Democrats to 
see shades of the Truman mink 
coat era.

Thre is also evidence that 
Adams intervened at the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission where 
Goldfine faced a criminal case. 
It was dropped, The National 
Association of Wool Manufac- 
turers also has informed its 
members that Adams got in 
touch with the Tariff Commis- 
sion with a view to getting 
more tariff protection against 
foreign imports.

mittee to Boston last week, the 
Herald Traveler published a 
charge that he was guilty of 
“bilboism.”

Fedorenko’s Role 
As Japan Envoy

NEW YORK—The selection of 
the new Soviet ambassador to 
Japan emphasizes the fact that 
the Kremlin gives top impor- 
tance to its relations with To- 
kyo. 

The Soviet Government 
announced that N. T. Fedorenko 
has been named the new chiet 
of mission of the USSR in Japan. 

The significance of the 
Fedorenko appointment lies in 
the fact that he is probably 
the top expert of the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs on China. 

Since 1955 he has been a 
deputy minister of foreign 
affairs whose field of speciaity 
was China and the Far East. 
Before that for a number of 
years he was a member of the 
Collegium—or ruling board—of 
the Soviet Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs. 

He is known to have traveled 
in China and it is thought that 
he speaks and reads Chinese. 

Fedorenko is a Soviet foreign 
affairs official who has spent 
most of his recent years in 
the offices of the Foreign Min- 
istry in Moscow. He is therefore 
not widely known outside the 
USSR, 

However, there’s not. the 
slightest doubt that he has 
played an important role in 
formation of Soviet policy to- 
ward Communist China and 
other Far Eastern countries. 

Experts on Soviet affairs here 
suggest that one of Fedorenko's 
most. important jobs in Tokyo 
will be to keep an eye on efforts 
of Communist China to get 
closer to the Japanese Govern- 
ment, The Kremlin may, they 
point out, be rather wary of 
establishment of any degree of 
close cooperation between these 
two Far Eastern powers. 

At tue same time it is thought 
that the Russians will work 
through Ambassador Fedorenko 
for closer Soviet-Japanese rela- 
tions. The Kremlin has recent- 
ly, in one way and another, 
been paying much attention to 
Japanese affairs.

The use of a grim third de- 
gree was unavoidably necessary 
to extirpate terror in Algiers. 
Massu, in whose hands the de- 
cision lay, is a deeply religious 
man, who suffered a severe 
crisis of conscience before issu- 
ing the necessary order. In the 
end, he gave the order. But 
first he himself submitted to 
the tortures that he ordered, 
and he further commanded all 
other officers involved in the 
matter to do as he did, so that 
they might say they had inflict- 
ed no suffering on others that 
they had not borne themselves.

The hardness, the moral 
doubts and the strong sense of 
personal style that are implied 
by this story make an explosive 
combination.

Add that their own exper!- 
ences have quite naturally filled 
them with a loathing of the 
parliamentary weaknesses of 
the Fourth Republic. Add fur- 
ther that they have an almost 
religious faith in the unqualified 
integration of Algeria into 
France and an enormous effort 
to make “complete Frenchmen” 
of Algeria's wretched Moslem 
masses. 

Add finally that they have 
begun quite rightly to doubt 
whether Gen. De Gaulle is real- 
ly willing to take the whole 
enormous step that they desire, 
precisely becausé the vast 
majority of Frenchmen of 
France do not desire it. 

One can then understand the 
inner ferment that caused the 
officer members of the Com- 
mittee of Public Safety to sign 
the insubordinate manifesto 
that the Algerian Committee of 
Public Safety addressed to Gen. 
De Gayplle. A high authority has 
said this was mere “spume on 
a great wave of change.” But 
is not spume. It is a symptom, 
rather, of a choice in the miak- 
ing. For what that may “be 
worth, this reporter remains 
convinced that the men of the 
French Army will finally make 
the right choice, to return to 
the discipline proper in the 
army of a great country. But
